Her ſpeeche beyng thus ended, Maiſter Bauyan the Pa⸗

founde very wozſhipfull entertainement, there dined likewiſe 
other Aldermen aud Townes men of Cheſter, amongſt who 
T enquired, what might be the meanyng why the pong Pats 
den had made this open pꝛoteſtation, J was annſ{wered, that 
it was now almoſt two peres paſt ſith ſhe had feined in Uiſto 
fo ſee our Sauiour leſus Chriſte, with the Virgin Mary his 
Mother, S. Anne dur Ladies Mother, Mary Magdalene, 
Sainct Ihon Babtiſt ſaipng Maſſe, accompanied with the A- 
poſtles: and that ſhe had ſeen Purgatozie and been in Purga⸗ 
toʒie, with mayp other like reuelations, the whiche ſhe either 
ſo cunnyngly counterkeited, oz at the leaſt her beholders that 
were pꝛeſent duryng the tyme of her extaſies, were ſo credi⸗ 
lous, oz peraduenture willyng to haue furthered her in her 
pur pole, that it was ſtreight waies imagined, by a multitude 
of dull headed Papiſtes in thoſe partes, that God had raiſed 
that little pong Pꝛopheteſe, to the greate gloꝛie of their holie

die ti hee leade wait with ſuche euident ſhe wes of folie, that 
unleſſe their eyes were bleared with too muche impudencie 
it were not poſſible thei ſhould bee ſo decriued. But what Aſſe 
but would hane been aſhamed to haue permed doune ſo ridicu · 
{ous a matter, vnder ſuche a ſhewe of veritie, but that he knew 
emongeſt whom to ſende if: Foz truelp the ooliſhe credulitie 
of the ſimpleſt ſozteof our ignoꝛant Papiſtes is ſuche, that 
tell them a tale of a Paſſe, Purgatozie, ofholie Mater, of 
the ſigne ofthe Croſſe, oꝛ of any other ſuche like vanitie: and 
thei are ſtreght leade in beleef of ſuche thynges, to bee moze 
then deuine, that (in derde) due moſte deſernecsbee laught at. 
You mie ſee thei are dziuen ta ab chat ( ioꝛ want of 
better matter) would loiſte ina Religion withſuche traſhe as 
this, but vnhappie thei that are ſo bindet in errour, that thei 
ſHauld not ber able to deſcetne vanitie front veritie: And this 
is the cauſe whp thei reſtraine the Laietie, from the readyng
